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The present application includes daims 2-18, 20-25, and 40-42, all of which were 
rejected. By this Amendment, daims 2, 10, 11,20,22-25. and 40-4, have been tended 

In the Office Action, the Examiner incorporated the previous Office Action by 
reference, but only d.scusses El-Rafle. Consequently, the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph, in the previous Office Action i s considered to be traversed and 
the rejections that remain are: 

Claims 2, 7-1 1, 16-18, 41, and 42 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by EI-Rafie, U.S. Patent No. 6,968,394. 

Claims 3-6. 8. 12-15, 20-25, and 40 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as 
being unpatentable over EI-Rafie. 

in the most recent Office Action, the Examiner apparently acknowledges that EI- 
Rafie on!, teaches storage of the code for running applications at the receiver and to

previously n, ed Amendment. Consequently, all of the independent claims (claims 2, 10, 
1 1 . 20-25, and 40-42) have now been amended to more clearly recite that received media 
information is stored at the receiver/router or that the receiver/router includes storage for 
storing the media information.

The remaining two rejections will now be addressed in greater detail. 
Wc now turn to the rejection of claims 2, 7-1 1, 16-18, 41, and 42 under 35 U.S.C. 
§102(e) as being anticipated by El-Rafie, U.S. Patent No. 6,968,394. El-Rafie teaches an 
asymmetric satelhte-based internet service. As shown in Figure 1 and described 
beginning at Col. 3, Line 56, the asymmetric access system 1 mcludes a Network 
Operation Center (NOC) 4 the uplinks signals to a satellite 18. The satellite 18 then 
transmits the sig„ a , s t0 a sate iiit e receiver 23 grouped as part of a terminal device 2. 

The terminal device 2 includes a storage device 20, but El-Rafie teaches that the 
storage device stores the code for running applications, not incoming dat 3 . El-Rafie 
apparently on ly discusses the storage device in the first paragraph of the Detailed 
Description beginning at Col. 3, Line 59. Further, the mention in the first paragraph does 
not teach storage of incoming data at the storage device. On the contrary, as recited 
beginning at Col. 3, Line 61, «A driver 22 may interface the storage device 20 with one 
or more applications 7." 

Further explanation of the storage device 20 can be understood from claims 20-22 
of El-Rafie, as reproduced below.

As can be seen from the claims, the storage device includes computer-readable 
instructions for performing various process steps. That is, El-Raflc only teaches the 
storage of command, , 0 be executed by the terminal device. El-Rafie does not teach the 
storage of incoming media data packet, and further does not teach a storage for storing 
the incoming media data packets. Additionally, El-Rafie additionally does not teach that 
the media data packets are retrieved from storage and later re-transmitted. 

Independent claims 2, 10, 1 l. 41, and 42 all include the limitation that media data 
is Stored at thc receiver/router or that the receiver/router includes storage for storing 
media data, neither of which is taught by El-Rafie, as discussed above. Consequently, 
claims 2, 10, 1 1, 41, and 42 are respectfully submitted to be allowable, as are dependent 
claims 7-9 and 16-18. 
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The Applicant turns now to the rejection of claims 3-6, 8, 12-15, 20-25, and 40 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over El-Rafie. Clairns 3-6, 
8, 12-15, 20-25, and 40 include independent claims 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, and 40. 

independent claims 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, and 40 have all been amended to recite 
storage of media data at the receiver/router or that the receiver/router mcludes storage for 
storing mcdia data, neither of which is taught by El-R a fi e? as discussed above. 
Consequently, independent claim, 20, 22, 23, 24, 25, and 40 are respectfully submitted to 
be allowable, as are dependent claims 3-6, 8, and 12-15.
